LONDON, Aug. 13.—(CP)* 


—If the Germans enter the 
Black Sea ports of Odessa 
and Nikolaev they will find a 

‘smoking ruins of demolished 
factories and empty streets,” 
Soviet quarters in London 
said today. 

They predicted Marshal Semeon 
Budyenny's troops “Will extract 
an awful cost in blood” as a toll 
for any German gateway to the 
Black Sea. 

Thousands of Russian tanks, an 
unshaken infantry and tens of thou- 
sands of hard-riding Cossack horse- 
mén will hurl “ceaseless counter 
attacks” at Field Marshal Gerd Von 
Rundstedt's advancing Germans, the 
Russians said.

Britain Regards 
Red Position In

LONDON, Aug. 13—(CP)—The 
British army regards Russia's 
Position in the Ukraine as very 
Brave, it was disclosed today. 
The situation of the Russians 

around Odessa especially was said 
to be serious. The German army 
has a chance, it was declared, to cut 
off the Soviet forces, and force their 
evacuation by sea. 

An officer in the war office

Big Fires In Berlin 


By EDWARD W. BEATTIE, JR. 


LONDON, Aug. 13. — 
(BUP) — The Royal Air 
Force, co-operating with the 
Red air force in an “aerial 
pincers” offensive against 
Germany, blasted Berlin dur- 
ing the night and left parts of 
the city in flames, the air 
ministry said today. 

Other British bombers smashed 
at Magdeburg, Hanover and the 
big Krupp armament works at 
Essen, cutting 9 swath of death 
and destruction through the heart 
of industrial West Germany. 


Airfields in Holland, the docks 
at Le Havre and shipping in Nor- 
wegian harbors also were attacked. 


13 BOMBERS MISSING 


The Air Ministry reported 13 
bombers missing, indicating the ex- 
tent and intensity of the British 
operations. The attacks were cCar- 
ried out despite bad weather, it was 
said. 

Great fires started in Berlin were 
“increasing and taking hold” when 
the British bombers turned home, 
a communique said. 

Berlin and the industries at 
Magdeburg, Hanover and Essen 
were the R-A.F.'s chief targets, 
the Air Ministry said, but attacks 
also were made on Stettin, Kiel, 
Bremen, Osnabruck, Duisberg and 
Cologne, which had been bombed 
earlier by daylight. 

It was Britain's turn in the closely 
co-ordinated bombing offensive 
against Berlin. It was the third 
straight night Berliners had been 
sent to air raid shelters, the fifth 
in the last six nights, 

But aside from the Berlin attack, 
for two nights and one day British 
planes had maintained their great- 
est offensive of the war over Ger- 
many and German-occupied terri- 
tory, Hundreds of bombing planes, 
including great American built fly- 
ing fortresses, and even more hun- 
dreds of fighting planes, had taken 
part. It was estimated that nearly 
2,000 tons of explosive bombs— 

4,480,000 pounds—had been dropped 
in the attack, in addition to tens of 
thousands of incendiary bombs. 

Authoritative quarters said that 
the R.A.F.'s attacks on Germany 
last night were the moat wide- 
spread of the war but the number 
of bombers employed was not so 
big as in some previous raids be- 
cause of bad weather. 

Russian planes had raided Berlin 
four nights out of five since late 
last week, Last night, the sixth, a 
big fleet of British bombers flew 
the 500-odd miles from British bases 
over German-occupied and German 
territory to give Berlin a taste of 
what the Germans had visited on 
British, Russian, and other Eur-

Barefoot Russ Troops 
Smash Nazi Divisions

MOSCOW, Aug. 


13.—(BUP)—A detachment of barefoot 


Russian 


troops was reported today to have routed a German motorized division, 
and a Soviet communique claimed that two more divisions, including 
one of Adolf Hitler's picked “SS” troops, had been smashed. 

The barefoot detachment had been encircled for 32 days and was 
battling its way back to the Russian lines when it encountered the 


German motorized division. 


The dispatches said that the Russians, called by the Nazis “the wild 
Bolshevik division,” killed 3,000 Germans, seized 300 munitions trucks 
and hundreds of motorcycles. They arrived back at Russian lines bare- 
foot and most of them in tattered German uniforms. 


Britain, Russia 
Reassure Turks

LONDON, Aug. 13.—(BUP)—Joint British-Russian 
notes to Turkey, promising to defend her from aggression by 
any European power and to respect Turkish independence 
as well as the status quo of the Dardanelles, were believed 
today to have opened a period of Anglo-Russian collaboration 


in the Near East. 


One purpose of the notes, it was 
believed, was to lessen Turkey's 
anxiety over British and Russian 
policy toward Iran (Persia). 

Representations made to Iran last 
month by Britain and Russia, pro- 
testing the presence of some 2,500 
Germans in Iran, some of them 
holding important posts in the Iran- 
jan railways and communications 
services, had failed to achieve any 
results. 


MAY RENEW DEMANDS 

ft had been reported that Britain 
and Russia were about to renew 
their demands that Iran rid itself of 
German agents, and rumors that 
these demands might lead to more 
drastic action have disturbed Tur- 
key, which borders Iran and has a 
treaty with her 

A German break-through to the 
Caucasus on the South Russian 
front would bring a crisis to Iran. 
it has been assumed that Britain 
and Russia would take firm steps 
to prevent Germany getting air 
bases in Iran from which to attack 
the Caucasus. The joint notes 
were believed te imply, therefore, 
that regardless of what happened 
in Iran, both Britain and Russia 
would respect Turkish sover- 
eignty. 

The notes handed by the British 
and Soviet ambassadors in Ankara 
to the Turkish foreign minister, 
said the two nations “confirm their 
fidelity to the Monteaux conven- 
tion.” The convention replaced 
the Allied-Turkish peace treaty of 
1923, It eliminated clauses calling 
for the demilitarization of zones 


around the Bosphorus and Dardan- 


elles. 

Both notes said Britain and Rus- 
sia “have no aggressive intentions 
or claims whatever with regard to 
the Straits.” 

“His Majesty's government, as 
also the Soviet government, are 
prepared scrupulously to observe 
the territorial integrity of the 
the British 


Turkish republic,” 
note said, 
“While fully appreciating the 


desire of the Turkish government 
not to be involved in war, His 
Majes®'s government, as also the 
Soviet government, would never- 
theless be prepared to render Tur- 
key every help and assistance in 
the event of her being attacked by 
a European power.”

Record Carryover 
Of Canada Wheat 


OTTAWA, Aug. 18—(CP)—Total 
carryover of Canadian wheat at the 
end of the crop year July 31 was 
reported by the Dominion bureau 
of statistics today at 480,083,601 
bushels—"by far the largest amount 
of Canadian wheat ever carried over 
from one/crop year to another.” 

The latest figure exceeds last 
year's record carryover of 300,473,- 
465 bushels by 179,610,226 bushels. 

The record-shattering carryover 
included 448,292,181 bushels in store, 
in transit or on farms in Canada and 
31,791,510 bushels in store or in 
transit in the United States, 

Wheat carryover on farms in 
Canada was estimated at 13,945,000 
bushels compared with 17,286,000 
bushels in the previous crop year,

ROUTE TO CRIMEA F

That town lies on the north shore 
of Lake Dnieprovsk at the point 
where the lake enters the Black 
Sea via the Odessa gulf. It is a 
possible Nazi bridgehead for a 
swift advance into the great tri- 
angle of the Ukraine lying south 
and east of the Dnieper. It would 
not only open a direct but narrow 
and difficult land route to the 
Crimea; but turn the sea flank of 
the Dnieper defence line upon 
which the Russians unquestionably 
are preparing to stand. 

It ts always possible that the 
Russians may escape eastward 
between Nasi advance units and 
the motorized infantry being 
rushed up to support them. And 
lacking destruction of Red forces 
in the Dniester-Bug trap, the fall 
of Odessa would mean little in a 
military sense.

New Zealand Will

LONDON, Aug, 13.—(CP)—Prime 
Minister Peter Fraser of New Zea- 
land said Tuesday that if war should 
reach New Zealand and Australia 
“in spite of all efforts to maintain 
peace in the Pacific,” he was cer- 
tain the same courage, fortitude 
and unyielding determination which 
has characterized England would 
be shown by the people of the 
Dominions, the British Broadcasting 
Corporation reported Tuesday night. 

Mr. Fraser said New Zealand 
would stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Britain to the end, and that 
the end would be victory. 

He emphasized the enthusiastic 
efficiency of men and women he 
had seen on his tour of England 
who worked at war jobs, 

“Nothing can break or shake the 
nation’s unity,” Mr, Fraser said, “It 
will withstand any attack and has 
grown stronger with each shock.”

LOGICAL DEVELOPMENT

OBVIOUS DISADVANTAGE 

Military and naval concessions in 
North Africa would be an obvious 
advantage both for protection of 
the Reich's southern flank and for 
the aid of its Italian partner, Gen.

HUNS SAID SMASHING 
UKRAINE DEFENCES 


BERLIN, Aug. 13—(AP)—Under 
a canopy of bombing and machine- 
gunning planes such as paces the 
German army when it is driving 
for a decision, Nazi troops were re- 
ported smashing the final Russian 
defence in the western Ukraine to- 
ay, 
Hitler's headquarters claimed 
Soviet forces were retreating to- 
ward Black Sea harbors after their 
entrapment, presumably between 
the Bug and Dniester rivers in the 
Odessa region. 

The high command claimed great 
losses were inflicted upon units de- 
tailed to make a rearguard stand 
covering ‘the retreat. 

Germans boldly predicted the 
Soviet commander, Marshal Semeon 
Budyenny, would be compelled not 
only to surrender Odessa, but also 
all that part of the Ukraine which 
lies west of the Dnieper bend. 

This includes, roughly, half the 
coal, wheat, oil and metai-produc- 
ing region, including the important 
wheat storage and shipbuilding 
centre of Nikolaev.

Should Britain or United

Ever since that fateful Sunday, 
June 16, 1940, when Paul Rey- 
naud's retreating cabinet resigned 
at Bordeaux and Petain became 
premicr, the 85-year-old “hero of 
Verdun" has tried vainly to get 
Germany's consent to do these 
things: 

1—Relax the restrictions on the 
demarcation line separating occu- 
pied and unoccupied France. Strict 
German control of that border 
strangled France's food shipments 
2—Relax the armistice terms 
whereby France staggered under 
the heavy cost of the German army 
of occupation. 
8--Allow between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000 French war prisoners to 
return home from German con- 
centration camps. 


REYNAUD FAVORED FIGHT 
Apparently Petain did not fore- 
see continued British resistance 
when he asked Germany for ar- 
mistice terms, The cabinet vote 
which causéd the eclipse of Rey- 
naud that Sunday night was 13 to 
11 in favor of asking an armistice. 
Reynaud wanted to go to 
French North Africa and continue 
the fight from there. Former 
Premier Daladier and Colonial 
Minister Georges Mandel in fact 
sailed for Africa in the belief the 
Bisnah would fight on from that 


Reynaud, Daladier, Mandel, for- 
mer Socialist Premier Leon Blum, 
Gen. Marie-Gustave Gamelin and 
others, in the meantime, have been 
imprisoned by the Petain regime on 
“war guilt” charges. Their friends 
saw them jailed as scapegoats for 
France's defeat and as an obvious 
sop to Hitler. 


PETAIN KILLS REPUBLIC 
Petain gained an armistice June 
22 with Germany and on June 24 
with Italy. Petain killed the par- 
hamentary French Third Republic 
and quickly transformed France 
into an authoritarian regime with 
himself at the head and Pierre Lavaj 
as his designated successor. 
Distrusted by both the British 
and French peoples, Laval was the 
man who put the new authoritar- 
fan pattern before the French par- 
Hament July 9. The chamber ef 
deputies voted 395 to 8 to give the 
aged Petain full powers to estab- 
lish a new constitution based on 
“family, labor and fatherland.” 
The senate death-warrant 
was 225 to 1, 
Petain had considered Vichy only 
a temporary capital, He still has 
hopes of moving to Paris, 
Meanwhile Fernand De Brinon, a 
‘notorious pro-German, was sent to

“V” Idea Catches On In Russia 


When Mr. Roosevelt Returns 


Internal War Ecoriomy of U. §. * 


Needs Revision, Opinion 
of Columnist 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 
The President of the United States will 
soon be compelled by events to do for the 
internal management of the war economy 
something like that which at long last he 
has recently done by means of the Wallace 
economic defense board for external econ- 
omic affairs. He has created a superior 
policy-making committee of responsible 
officials under the lead- 
ership of the Vice-Presi- 
dent, acting as his deputy. 
He cannot refrain much 
longer from setting up 
the same sort of organ- 
ization to direct the pro- 
duction and distribution 
both of military ae 
and civilian necessities. 
Though much good 
work has been done and 
fs big things accomplished, 
noe it would be hard to find 
W. Lippmane any one in Washington 
who does not believe that the present sys- 
tem of disconnected, overlapping and often 
conflicting departments and agencies, all 
reporting to the President, is wrong and in 
the long run bound to break down. It is as 
if the President, as commander-in-chief, 
were trying to run the Navy without a su- 
preme naval command by conferring with 
and issuing direct orders to the captain of 
each warship—as if he were trying to run 
the Army without Genera] Marshall and a 
genera] staff by means of difect orders to 
corps and division commanders. The com- 
plex and vital business of the American 
economy cannot be planned and directed by 
the President holding‘an unending series of 
conferences with the OPM, and then with 
Mr. Henderson’s OPACS and then with 
Secretary Morgenthau and then with Chair- 
man Eccles and then with Admiral Land 
and then with Secretary Ickes and so on 
and 60 on, This does not produce a policy. 
This does not produce prompt decisions. It 
produces nervous breakdowns and will pro- 
duce an industria] breakdown and an un- 
controllable inflation. 


Bills Delayed — 
The events which will compel the Presi- 
dent to set up a workable organization are, 
one, that the tax bill and the price control 


| bill are going to be delayed, snarled up and 


chewed to pieces in Congress; and two. that 
there are about to develop shortages so 
acute and critical that the furore about silk 
stockings and about gasoline in the East 
will seem trifling. The combined effect of 
rez] shortages, utterly inadequate powers 
and instruments of control, and the over- 
lapping and conflicting policies of OPM and 
OPACS, will have such effects both on the 
defence program and upon civilian life that 
there will be an overwhelming demand for 
an organization with authority to handle 
the situation, 

The President will be pushed into doing 
what with foresight and wisdom and poli- 
tical courage would have been done some 
months ago. We have a silk problem today 
which requires emergency treatment for no 
other reason than that it has been nobody's 
business to prepare for the day when silk 
ceased to come from Japan. Yet everybody 
knew, though no one had the authority and 
the responsibility to do something dbout it, 
that a severance of trade with Japan was 
not only possible but probable. 

Silk Policy 

Under a proper organization of the war

They 
are presented to Congress with casual com- 
ments from the President and without the 
prestige and authority which they would 
have if they had been considered and de- 
cided upon by a supreme war policies com- 
mittee. 

Naturally every politician feels free to 
play politics with these measures, and any 
special interest feels free to lobby. In play- 
ing politics they are merely disregarding 
Mr. mn Henderson, and who in their eyes 
is Mr. Leon Henderson as compared with 
the Congress of the United States? 


No Organization 

Dealing with measures that are timidly 
conceived, irresolutely offered, formulated 
piecemeal and backed by no convincing de- 
cision of the men responsible for defence, 
Congressmen have no reason to fee) that 
they must put the national interest ahead 
of their political interests. Why should 
they, for example, regard Mr. Leon Hen- 
derson as the guardian of the national in- 
terests when they know quite well that 
nobody at the other end of Pennsylvania 
Avenue knows where Mr. Henderson's 
authority begins or ends? 

Thus for lack of a sound organization 
to direct the war effort, the necessary legis- 
lative powers are not formulated, are not 
properly presented to Congress, and are 
not, therefore, made available. The sys- 
tem has worked thus far only because in- 
dustry was taking up the slack of the de- 
poverton and tocling up for mass produc- 
ion, 

Now that production in quantity has 
begun, critica] shortages are developing, 
and these shortages have to be managed 
firmly and comprehensively or they will

In Tokyo, one cabinet minister said 
that Japan was watching these shipments 
“with pel ars concern” becausé this equip- 
ment might be used against Japan and 
because Vladivostok might become 
“America’s first line of defense against 
Japan.” 

The bitter ey me 4 against American 
shipments - throug’ adivostok is un- 
doubtedly the result of intense pressure 
exerted on Japan by*Germany ever since 
the Russian invasion began. 

There could be no doubt this morning 
that Japan is ready to move against 
Siberia the very minute serious Russian 
reverses in the west are announced.

Therefore, Japan—it is believed—will 
proceed only so far in the north as it can 
go without provoking actual conflict with 
either the Soviets or the United States. 

If a blockade of Vladivostok is likely to 
provoke a destruction of Japanese towns 
and industries by Russian bombers, or a 
conflict between American and Japanese 
warships, then the Japanese are expected 
to abstain from it. 

If, however, they get the idea that they 
can close the Russian port without serious 
consequences, they are believed certain to 
do so in the near future. 


In The South 


In the south, the position is not much 
different. Despite the exchanges of sharp 
diplomatic notes the Japanese have 
thought they could enter Thailand with 
small forces and without serious conse- 

uences, They may still think so, and 
lecide to risk it. 

The British are clustering on the 
Thailand border and many believe that if 
the Japanese do enter Thailand, the 
Thailanders will expect the British to 
enter from the other side. 

This gituation could easily produce real 
war, but it might merely result in a 
temporary partitioning of Thailand under 
two foreign powers, with the Thailanders 
passive and the rival military forces 
glowering at each other. 

Or again, the British, in the absence of 
real support from-the United States, might 
decide to stay out of Thailand and to ask 
America to support them in new economic 
sanctions against Japan. 

British action also, in the last analysis, 
depends upon the outcome of the Russo- 
German fight, Were Britain sure that the 
Russians could hold the Japanese, she 
would surely halt any further Japanese 
advance southward with violence. 

If, on the other hand, the Germans 
win, Britain will have to see what the 
Nazi enemy is up to next before getting 
herself involved in the Far East. ways 
unless she were sure of real American 
support in this region. 

The next few days may define the 
extent of that support more exactly. 

But even though Washington official 
circles are now speaking of a Japanese 
effort to dominate the Pacific analogous 
to the German attempt in the Atlantic, 
they have not yet evinced any clear inten- 
tion of preventing this. 

Until they do, Japan apparently feels 
it can edge along without excessive risk. 

A spark, however, can set off hostilities 
at any moment. The Japanese are playing 
a hazardous game.

There’s an Inventions’ Branch of the 
British Government that has been receiv- 
ing suggestions at the rate of 400 a week 
on how to win the war. Some of the ideas 
are hopelessly absurd. One man suggested 
that means be taken to freeze the west- 
bound clouds overhead, mount guns on 
them and use them as Zeppelins for bom- 
barding the Germans on their own soil. 
But don't laugh at them. Newspapers 
printed editorials warning their readers 
from investing in gold bricks and in Bell's 
new-fangled idea of talking through a tiny 
solid wire. A noble lord, deriding the idea 
of driving a ship by steam instead of by 
wind, gayly offered to eat the boiler of the 
first steamship that crossed the Atlantic. 

Some new weapon of great power and 
deadliness would help end the war. Pray 
Heaven the democracies think of it first. 
Most likely they will, for freedom of ideas 
in invention thrives best in an atmosphere 
of freedom of the spirit. That is why the 
American nation has excelled in the in- 
vention of gadgets to save toil. In British 
war circles, the old atmosphere of con- 
servatism and devotion to the old school 
tie has been dissipated by events. Were 
some new weapon like the tank or the 
rifling of gun barrels to be offered the 
War Office today, it wouldn’t meet with 
the opposition and delay of former days. 
A suggestion for improvement in the Navy 
gets consideration today, even though it 
comes from a lower déck rating. 

That's a condition far improved from 
the olden days. I recall the late Admiral 
Sir Frederick Field, then in command of 
the “Hood,” tell of nearly quitting the ser- 
vice when a young officer, in anger after 
being reprimanded at mess for daring to 
sungeat a change in the routine of anchor 
drill. He had seen a man lose three fingers 
that morning in a hawse pipe. Instead, he 
took it out of the commander's pet dog 
when the commander wasn’t looking. 
Calling the creature to him, he would pat 
its head and say “Poor fellow! You're not 
the only son of a bitch on this ship,

} WHITECOURT, Aug. 13.— 

| There have been several re- 


ports of held-over grain heat- 
ing in the bins on farms here. 
Those who were able to spread 
the grain out thinly hed little 
trouble in checking the con- 
ition, but others, with limited 
Moor space, have had consider- 
able difficulty, 

One farmer claims te have 
solved this problem by streteh- 
ing old locse-weven guany 
sacks over frames and insert. 
ing them into the diris al about 
four-foot intervals, leaving the 
tops uncovered, The hot vapors 
from the grain thus escape 
through the vent provided and 
the grain cools in a few hours. 

It is necessary to take suf- 
tleient grain from the bin in 
Starting so that all of the grain 
is moved once while inserting 
the sacks, a foot of grain may 
be left below them. Slabs or 
waste lumber may be used in 
making the frames.

Railway Bonus 
Issue Is Left 
With Cabinet 


OTTAWA, Aug. 13—(CP)— 
Prime Minister Mackensie King 
and the cabinet sat as a court of 
appeal Tuesday as representatives 
of the raliways and the standard 
railway unions argued a point of 
interpretation arising out of order- 
in-counoll 7440 which defines the 
cost of living bonus. 

The railway and union groups, 
having agreed the bonus should be 
paid to railway employees, are in 
dispute as to the way in which the 
adjustment of the bonus from time | 
to time should be made, The issue | 
was left with the cabinet, both par- 
ties agreeing to be bound by the 
cabinet decision, 


EMPLOYEES CONTENTION 

The employees contended the 
order-in-council calls for payment 
of $1.25 per week when the cost of 
living index of the Dominion 
bureau of statistics advances five 
per cent above the level of August, 
1939, and that further bonuses 

should be paid as the cost of living 
advances still higher in relation to 
the level of August, 1939, 

The railway representatives 
agreed the first payment should 
be made when the cost advanced 
five per cent from August, 1939, 
but that further bonuses should 
be based. on increases in the cost 
of living from the date of the 
last adjustment in the bonus. 

In effect, the railways argued 
that for future adjustments the 
bonus should be payable if the cost 
of living advanced five per cent of 
105, five per cent of 110 and s0 
on, whereas the unions. argued that 
the basis should be five per cent of 
100, then 10 per cent of 100 and so 
on. 


LONG DISCUSSION 

The two groups spent nearly two 
hours in the Privy Council cham 
ber with practically the whole cab- 
inet in attendance. 

Labor Minister McLarty was in 
attendance as well as Dr. Bryce 
Stewart, deputy minister of labor. 

Cabinet's decision on the point 
in issue between the sailways 
and their employees will be ap- 
plicable to all cases in which the 
cost of living bonus is paid. 
While it makes little difference 
at present it will run to large 
sums of money should the cost of 
living make steep advances in 
the future, 

If the railways’ interpretation is 
accepted, the rate of increase in 
the bonus would grow less and less 
as time goes on, compared with the 
rate of increase if the employees’ 
interpretation governed,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(AP) 
—By the breath-taking margin of 
a single vote, the House of Repre- 
sentatives Tuesday night passed 
the Army Service Extension bill. 

With the chamber tense and 
hushed, Speaker Sam Rayburn an- 
nounced the result as 203 to 202 
for the measure. , 

In its final form, the bill called 
for an 18-menth extension of the 
service of draftees, national 
guardsmen, reservists and army 
enlisted personnel. In the case 
of draftees, it means an exten- 
sion of their original 12-month 
term to a total of 30 months, 

It also would grant a $J0 bonus 
for each month spent in the army 
beyond 12. In addition it removed 
the limitation of 900,000 upon the 
number of draftees who may be 
simultaneously in the army. All 
these provisions were included in 
the bill passed by the senate last 
week. 

The measure now is expected to 
go to a senate-house conference 
committee which will iron out 
minor differences in the legislation 
as it passed the two chambers. 
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Britain Will Call 
Up More Work

LONDON, Aug. 13.—(CP)—Grow- 
ing concern over Britain's reservoir 
of manpower to operate rapidly ex- 
panding war industries has forced 
labor’ ministry plans for registering 
3,000,000 men and women between

The ministry announced plans to 
register men from 44 to 46 and 
women from 25 to 31, but warned 
that due to the “wholly inadequate” 
net result of the registration of the 
41, 42 and 43-year-old men, the 
registration might reach or pass 50.

Relax Some |No Political 


Restrictions On 
Sale Of Wheat 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 13.—(CP)— 
New conditions that have arisen 
in the past few menths have 
made possible a relaxation of cer- 
tain restrictions imposed by or- 
der-in-counci] in May concerning 
the sale and delivery of wheat, 
the Canadian whest board an- 
nounced today, 

Farm-to-farm transactions in 
wheat for seed afd feed purposes 
can now proceed without restric- 
tion, and such transactions need not 
be authorized by the board, enter- 
ed in the permit books or reported 
to the board. Farmers, however, 
cannot trade in wheat so that extra 
deliveries are possible on their per- 
mits. 

Smal] feed dealers who buy 
wheat for resale locally as seed or 
feed can do so without authoriza- 
tion of the board and without ne- 

cessity of recording such purchases. 
Wheat so acquired must be disposed 
of within the district and cannot 
be stored in a licensed elevator, 
shipped or sold through commercial 
channels. 

This does not apply, the state- 
ment said, to licensed grain or 
feed dealers, elevator companies 
or grist mills, who must continue 
te record their purchases in the 
permit books. 

Gristing of wheat for the farmer's 
own family use will be permitted 
above the quota of five bushels per 
authorized acre of wheat set July 
24. Amounts so gristed shall be re- 
corded jn the permit books, marked 
“family gristing” beside the entry, 
and must be reported to the board 
on forms 57 and 79.

“We have a lower 
per 10-mile rate than any country 
in the world except Japan, where 
labor is so cheap.” Against that 
there was a greatly increased cost 
of maintenance, low density of traf- 
fic and severe weather conditions. 

Questioned on the probability of 
the railway expanding services af- 
ter the war to the shipping field, 
Mr. Vaughan said connections with 
the White Star-Cunard Line, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway and all 
freight lines running out of Mont- 
real, were adequate. “There is no 
necessity for us to go into the trans-

Order Bans All 
Children From 
Public Places 


Moving to check the spread of 
{infantile paralysis in the prov- 
inee, the Alberta Board of Health 
Tuesday issued an order banning 
children 17 years of age and 
under from all places of public 
assembly until further notice. 
The board order was issued after 

four new cases of the disease were 
reported to the Alberta health 
department, boosting the prov- 
ince’s total to 22 this season. 

The new cases included a 15- 
year-old Edmonton girl and chil- 
dren in Calgary, Red Deer and 
Lomond, 90 miles southeast of Cal- 
gary. Three cases of the disease 
now are under treatment in the 


Edmonton isolation hospital and 

seven in Calgary. 

HEALTH BOARD'S ORDER 
Following is the text of the 


board's order: 

“Whereas cases of policmyelitis 
are being reported from widely 
separated points in the province, 
and 

“Whereas, under regulation 72 
under the Public Health Act, the 
provincial board, in order to re- 
duce the tendency of any disease to 
spread, may issue orders requiring 
the closing of specific public build- 
ings. , 

“Now therefore, the provincial 
board hereby orders that any or 
every church, school, theatre, pic- 
ture show, pool room, dance 
hall, public swimming pool or 
wading pool, public playgrounds 
or any other place of public as- 
sembly be closed to all children 
17 years of age and under, until 
further notice terminating this 
order is announced. 

“Owners of the above mentioned 
places are hereby made responsible 
to see that the requirements of this 
order are strictly observed.” 

The board said local boards of 
health were being advised by mail 
of the action. 

It was stated by University of 
Alberta offiicals Wednesday that 
no changes were contemplated in 
its program for the coming year, as 
only on infrequent occasions were 
students under 17 admitted, First 
year students will commence reg- 
istration on September 23 and others 
on September 24. Supplementary 
examinations will commence Sep- 
tember 15.

Seeking to eliminate danger of 
the bubonic plague, the provincial 
health department and staff of the 
entomological department, Univer- 
sity of Alberta, are engaged in a 
campaign of attrition against all 
gophers which might be carrying 
the black plague germ, according to 
Hon. Dr, W. W. Cross, minister of 
health and in charge of relief. 


GAS ATTACK 

Mr. Cross declared that the last 
widespread appearance of infected 
gophers in Alberta was in 1939, at 
which time experts conducted a 
“gag attack” on the animals to pre- 
vent any possible infection to hu- 
man beings.

“There is not much danger of 
any cases uf persons with bubonic 
plague, but we are taking Mo 
chances,” said Dr. Cross. The last 
reported case of this plague in 
Alberta was in 1938 and it re- 
sulted in death of a man. 

The disease is carried by fleas 
which feed on the bodies of in- 
fected rodents and then transmit 
the death germs into the human 
blood stream. 

The method used to kill the ani- 
mals is to feed lethal bromide into 
the gopher holes through long 
tubes. A crew of experts is work- 
ing in the southern part of the 
province, exterminating as many of 
the animals as possible, he said.

H. G. L. Strange of 
Winnipeg, noted crop ex- 
pert, who stated here Wed- 
nesday that surplus wheat 
has been proven a suitable 
substitute for the coarser 
grains used as hog feed 
ac

Wheat For Hogs 
Is Suggestion 
Crops Analyst 


Western farmers and business- 
men need have no fear as to the 
hog production situation because 
of the lack of coarse grains for 
feed this year, stated Maj. H. G. 
L. Strange, Winnipeg, head of 
the research department of the 
Searle Grain Co., Ltd., and direc- 
tor of the western crop testing 
plan, here Wednesday. 

Maj. Strange has just completed 
a crop survey of the west. 

“It is now proven that wheat, 
which lies in abundance in eleva- 
tors throughout the country, is ex- 
cellent feed for hogs, being cheaper 
in relative values than oats or bar- 
ley, the two coarse grains which 
are greatly lacking this year,” he 
said, 

“There is a decided shortage of 
coarse grains here this year,” Maj. 
Strange declared. “And this con- 
dition is accentuated by drouth in 
eastern Canada. Farmers in that 
area have been hoping for help 
from the west, which means that 
there will definitely not be enough 
grains to supply the demand, 


FEED SHORTAGE 

“All this tends to a shortage of 
feed for hogs, forces up feed prices 
and generally makes hog production 
more expensive,” continued the 
grain expert. “The balance-wheel 
of the situation is the large quan- 
tity of surplus wheat, which can be 
bought up by farmers from their 
local elevators at little increase in 
cost.” 

“Wheat is a cheaper feed for hogs, 
taking into account the relative feea 
values of oats and barley,” declarea 
Maj. Strange. “This knowledge will 
enable hog producers to avert a 
dangerous crisis in the agricultural 
industry.” 

Reporting on the general wheat 
crop situation in the prairie prov- 
inces, Maj. Strange stated that 
“the Lacombe area has the best 
crops I've ever seen in any sec- 


tion of the country in any year. 
Elsewhere crops are decidedly 
spotty, due largely to lack of rain- 
fall, and ‘summerfallow’ growth.” 
Manitoba crops are decidedly 
above average, while crops in the 
central and northern sections of 
Saskatchewan are “in bad shape”, 
the crop analyist said. ° 


BETTER THAN AVERAGE 


"In general, Eastern Alberta is 
very poor, with only the northwest 
section better than average”, he 


said, “Crops along the foothills are 
good, while at Cardston, a virtual 
oasis in the midst of drouth, the 
crops are again good.” Maj. Strange 
stated. 

He expressed the opinion that the 
price offered for Canadian wheat 
would soon be raised by the Dom- 
inion government because of the 
increased cost of living and pro- 
duction for farmers, the drouth 
situation, and the reduction in crops 
because of the acreage reduction 


plan.

Women Join 
Motor Corps 
In Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Aug. 13. — Ensign 
Janet Carruthers of the Canadien 


Mechanized Transport Corps exe 
pressed herself well satisfied in 
Ottawa last week with the number 
of applicants who ‘have been 
accepted into the corps. Ten Ot- 
tawa women and one ffom Mon- 
treal were enrolled during the four 
days the recruiting office was opan 
in Ottawa, bringing thé total num- 
ber from Ottawa, Toronto and 
Hamilton to 30. “The recruits [ 
have got.” said Miss Carruthers, 
“are Al material.” 

Three of those signed on in Ot. 
tawa are members of the Ottawa 
division of the Red Cross Corps— 
Mrs. John Rowley, the former Au- 
drey Fellowes; Mrs. F. T. Gill, the 
former Betty Fauquier, anq Mrs. H. 
Z. Palmer, the former Peggy 
Crerar, daughter of Maj.-Gen. H. 
D. G. Crerar. chief of the general 
staff, and Mrs. Crerar. 

Mrs. Palmer was the first One 
tario bride married overseap dure 
ing the war, at Aldershot, in June, 
1940. 

In testing . applicants, Ensign 
Carruthers has discovered that in 
the eastern centres in which she 
has given driving tests, the major. 
ity of young women applying have 
had little or no actual experience 
in ambulance or truck driving. 

“It is impossible to put girls in 
men’s positions, driving transport 
trucks, without some experience in 
driving heavier vehicles,” said Miss 
Carruthers. The chief difficulty 
seems to lie in the fact that the 
motor companies do not want to 
‘co-operate by lending or renting 
any trucks; second-hand or othere 
wise, to the girls, who are mast in- 
terested in becoming efficient 
drivers. 

“These men may think it is a 
joke, or don't trust the women 
with their trucks; but they don’t 
seem to realize that there is a war 
on and the girls are anxious to be 
in a position where they can do 
their bit.”

SPECIAL DELIVERY 

OF MILK CANCELLED 

As a gasoline conservation meas- 
ure special delivery services oper- 
ated by milk distributors in the milk 
control areas of the province will 
be discontinued effective Saturday, 
August 16, it was ordered Wednes- 
day by the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners. 

The order of the board was issued 
Wednesday over the signature of 
G. M. Blackstock. chairman, and 
provides that no distributor in the 
controlled areas of the province 
shall deliver milk, cream or other 
milk products ¢n liquid form to re- 
tail customers except by means of 
the regular delivery vehicle for the 
area in which the consumer is 
located . 


ONE DELIVERY A DAY 


The order provides that such de- 
livery must be made by the regular 
driver of the vehicle and during 


day, 9:00 a.m. Until 1 
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other rendezvous, All have their 
own particular ways and means 
of bringing about the necessary 
increased production and restrict- 
ed consumption of this vital war 


commodity, It is generally agreed 
that much gasoline can be saved 
ee tte a

that area, and that not more than 
one delivery per day shall be given 
to any retail customer and no spe- 
cial delivery shall be provided to 
retail customers, 

Territory affected by the board's 
order includes Edmonton, Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Camrose, Red Deer and 
the Crow's Nest Pass.
